Gate Authority Should Get 
Chance To Iron Out Kinks 


Proposal for a commission to study 
and recommend the best method of set­ 
ting up a Golden Gate Authority to co­ 
ordinate operations of Bay Area bridges, 
airports and seaports, seems like a sen­ 
sible compromise. 
It has been obvious from the time the 
authority bill was introduced that nu­ 
merous people didn’t understand it. 
They didn’t understand its purpose or 
its operation. They saw it as a loss of 
local control, rather than an attempt to 
improve local control. They saw it as a 
grab for power or money or facilities, 
when its backers saw it as an attempt to 
bring business-like 
operation 
into 
a 
hodge-podge of over-lapping operations. 
Marin Senator John F. McCarthy,

author of the proposal, met defeat in an 
attempt to give the authority power to 
operate even the state-owned bridges. 
So yesterday he wisely amended his bill 
to set up the two-year commission to 
study the situation. With the strong 
backing of Gov. Edmund G. Brown, he 
believes he will have little trouble get­ 
ting it through the Legislature. 
This probably is the best thing that 
could happen to the bill. Although it had 
had a two-year interim committee study, 
it still had so many controversial sec­ 
tions it seemed at times to be lacking 
any supporters at all. 
In two years more maybe they’ll have 
a bill which we all can understand and 
agree upon. 


Next—No Family Arguments 


Husbands and wives may awaken 
some morning to find that the California 
Legislature has made it illegal to hold 
family arguments. 


The first step toward establishing 
peaceful relations in the home might be 
Assembly Bill 2907, introduced by As­ 
semblyman Tom Bane (D, Tujunga). 


His proposed legislation would cause 
the director of social welfare to look 
over your shoulder while you apply for 
a marriage license, for you'd be required 
to answer certain questions “pertinent 
to the potential success of the mar­ 
riage." Such questions would deal with 
compatibility, employment, housing, etc. 


But the bill is not only for those plan­ 
ning to get married. It also is for those 
who want to get unhitched. 


It sets lip conciliation clinics in each 
county (wouldn't you just know' it would

add more people to the payroll?) to 
which you'd have to go before you could 
file for divorce. 
These conciliation clinics would delve 
into the problems that threaten dissolu­ 
tion of the marriage, and then the un­ 
happy couple would be offered a lot of 
taxpayer-paid-for advice in an effort to 
keep the home together. 
So far as we know, there haven’t been 
any bills introduced yet prescribing the 
number of days .months, or 
two 
people have to stay engaged or how 
many years they have to be married be­ 
fore they can get divorced. 
But be patient. If such legislation 
would call for more clinics and tax-eat­ 
ing bureaus, it'll be forthcoming. Gov­ 
ernment has to grow you know. There 
are a couple of taxpayers with a buck or 
two in their pockets, and w e’ve got to 
get it.

Legislature Might Consider Doing 


Away 
With Jobless Pay Entirely 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
The storm that has broken 
around AB 590, the bill in­ 
creasing unemployment insur­ 
ance benefits, brings up a few' 
questions on the over-all sub­ 
ject of insurance payments 
to individuals who are out of 
wrork. 


Charges that the bill is a 
“ package deal” h a v e b e e n 
made by Assemblyman John 
S. Busterud (R-San Francisco). 
As liberal an assemblyman as 
Philip Burton (D-San Francis­ 
co) has declared the measure 
as not beneficial to the lower 
income groups, which he said 
normally need the insurance. 


FACT OF THE matter is 
that the measure, as drawn 
up from the suggestions of 
business and labor lobbyists 
alike, is about as good a bill 
as anyone could expect to get 
passed at the current session 
of the legislature. This does 
not mean it’s a good bill, but 
a measure which the legisla­ 
ture could accept in as con­ 
troversial a matter as un em ­ 
ployment insurance. 


The question on the meas­ 
ure is why in a lime of high 
employment, 
is 
any 
un em ­ 
ployment insurance bill neces­ 
sary at all? California never 
had it so good as at the pres­ 
ent time, when the largest 
percentage of the labor force 
is employed. 


THF, ORIGINAL theory of 


unemployment insurance was 
that the employer and em­ 
ployee 
should 
put 
a w a y 
money to help bridge a gap of 
unemployment which might 
occur through no fault of the 
unemployed 
individual. 
In 
this, the measure a d o p t e d 
back in 1935, had some valid­ 
ity. 


However, since the bill was 
adopted, legislation has been 
enacted whereby the employ­ 
er pays for all of the unem­ 
ployment, and the w o r k e r 
pays nothing. 
In addition to this, the labor 
representatives have develop­ 
ed the theory of rights to un­ 
employment 
insurance, and 
have succeeded 
in robbing 
employers blind through ad­ 
ministrative 
decisions 
a n d 
loop-holes in the law which 
permit unemployment insur­ 
ance to be paid in cases that 
are far outside the theory of 
need. 
In this time of high employ­ 
ment, it is ridiculous to pay 
unemployment 
insurance to 
people who normally could 
be working instead of spong­ 
ing off society. 
Actually no increases in un­ 
employment 
insurance 
are 
necessary at the moment, pri­ 
marily because in an upswing­ 
ing economy, no unemploy­ 
ment insurance payments are 
necessary at all! The legisla­ 
ture could well cut out the 
entire payment system.

The scenic easement con­ 
cept has been used extensive­ 
ly in the East where it has 
been able to retain for future 
generation “greenbelts” along 
highways for the public en­ 
joyment of the view. 
Essentially the concept is 
that the state would purchase 
the future development rights 
on property, but would leave 
the ownership in p r i v a t e 
hands. Thereafter, the proper­ 
ty would never be developed, 
but would remain its existing 
natural state of pastures, for­ 
ests, orchards and fields. The 
owner would still derive the 
present and future benefits 
of the land, with the exception 
of the right to build or to im­ 
prove the property with sub­ 
divisions, motels etc. 
The value of these ease­ 
ments would be established by 
appraisals of the land “as is” 
and “ as if improved to its 
highest and best use.” The 
value would be the difference 
between the two.

gardener’s skin, even a poten­ 
tial gardener's skin. It makes 
me want to plant a few toma­ 
toes, or string beans or fuch­ 
sias just to see if I can top 
the record. It gives my po­ 
tential green th u m b the itch. 
(And that’s no poison oak!) 


FOR YEARS NOW I’ve had 
green-thumb 
itch.

don’t 
know where it comes from. 
Perhaps it’s just in me. Per­ 
haps it’s Marin County. If na­ 
ture and the home gardener

Tribute To John Foster Dulles By 


One Who's Known Him 30 Years 


John Foster Dulles lived 
long enough to know' before 
he died that among his coun­ 
trymen he had no enemies 
and that his critics and oppo­ 
nents liked and admired him. 
This is unusual and signifi­ 
cant. For Dulles was a highly 
controversial figure in a dan­ 
gerous time, and when we 
have explained to ourselves 
why at the end he stands out 
above his battles, we shall 
have paid a fitting tribute. 
The explanation does not 
lie in this or that policy or 
in any moral generalization. 
It lies in the fact that he was 
in the great tradition of what 
is required of a man in his 
public and his private life. 


PERHAPS the highest func­ 
tion of a public servant m a 
free and democratic society is 
to preserve its oneness as a 
community while he fights the 
battles w'hich divide it. John 
Foster Dulles never lost sight 
of that. He never forgot, as so 
many public men do. that aft­ 
er the issue which is up for 
debate is settled, those who 
took part in the debate must 
still live and work together. 
That is the reason w h y 
among his countrymen, there 
is no rancor, and why the 
sorrow' of his opponents and 
critics is genuine. 
Like most men, he prefer­ 
red praise to criticism and 
agreement to opposition. But 
he did not demand conform­ 
ity. He did not regard dissent 
as perversity, he respected de­ 
bate and the practice of free 
journalism. 


I C AN SPE \K HERE from 
the heart, having been for 
some 30 years his friend and 
on many questions of policy 
a critic. Long experience has 
taught me how rare it is in 
public men to accept public 
criticism without private re­ 
sentment. 
To be free of that kind of 
resentment is the mark of a 
thoroughbred, and the Dulles 
family 
are 
thoroughbreds, 
born to and trained to the 
demands of public life. 
It would be pretentious and 
inherently absurd to suppose 
that at this time it is possible 


to make any kind of definitive 
appraisal of his career. There 
is no dispute anywhere that 
he has been honorable in con­ 
ception and in purpose. We 
do not know what will be the 
judgment of the historians. 
They will be wrriting with a 
knowledge which is denied to 
us as to what happened in the 
later chapters of the story. 


THE JUDGMENT of 
his­ 
tory, it is fair to say, is al­ 
most always based on 
the 
results and not on the inten­ 
tions. We do not know’ what 
in Germany, in the Middle 
East, and in the Far East, will 
be the results of the six years 
of his stewardship. 
We cannot influence the 
historians. But w'e can per­ 
haps exhort them to bear two 
things in mind. One is that 
they must discount 
heavily 
those who have a vested in­ 
terest in some particular pol­ 
icy which John Foster Dulles 
used, and would now like it 
to be treated as one of the 
eternal verities. 
The other thing is that thev 
should not judge John Foster 
Dulles only by his policies, 
which are controversial and 
perhaps t r a n s i e n t . They 
should judge him also for his 
public character and his pub­ 
lic virtue which were excel­ 
lent and a noble example to 
his people.

'Check List For Rescue'-HAFB 
Teams Fly Practice Mission

We are in the duty control 
room of the 41st Air Rescue 
Squadron 
at 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force Base. 
Our weights, augm ented by 
the gear we will use, are re­ 
corded. Flight engineer S/Sgt. 
Harvey Graurnan reports the 
fuel is on board, and its weight 
is listed. Capt. Jam es Luntzel, 
pilot, and co-pilot Capt. Victor 
Wright consult the “slip stick,” 
a load adjuster slide rule to 
locate properly the center of 
gravity for our plane. We can­ 
not have a tail-heavy condition 
for w ater landing. 
Thus the first “check-list for 
rescue” is ticked off.

I've more to say about sum­ 
mer camps. What are the bene­ 
fits? What are the risks? Let’s 
look. 
Benefits. Normal boys and 
girls from 0 or 10 to 14 or 15 
profit greatly from camp. They 
learn how to get along with 
others. They 
gain 
independ­ 
ence. They get a glimpse of 
the many 
faces 
of 
nature. 
They enjoy themselves. Some 
learn to swim at camp. Or to 
row a boat, climb a mountain, 
ride a horse. They form lasting 
friendships. 
I’m 
enthusiastic 
about summer camps for nor­ 
mal kids. I’m president of a 
charitable trust. Each year it 
gives thousands of dollars to 
send kids to camp whose par­ 
ents can’t afford it. 
Risks. In the well-equipped 
and properly led camps 
the 
risks are small. But in poorly 
led, badly equipped camps the 
risks are serious. From 50 to 
70 children will die this sum­ 
mer in bad camps. Many will 
be drowned. Some will be kill­ 
ed in camp truck accidents. 
Others will try to climb dan­ 


gerous cliffy, and fall. Some 
will be thrown 
from 
horses 
and dragged to death. Hun­ 
dreds of children will get sick 
from bad food. Many bones will 
be broken. 
There is no reliable listing 
of good camps. That’s why I 
suggest you do your own check­ 
ing. Investigate the camp your 
children want to 
attend. 
At 
least look up the record. Have 
there been deaths in former 
years? Epidemics? Serious in­ 
juries? The leaders will have 
explanations, of course. But be 
skeptical. Patronize only the 
camps with good past 
safety 
records. Explanations may not 
mean much.

Assessment 
Plan Collapses 
In Committee 


SACRAMENTO W — Efforts 
to fix specific tax assessment 
ratios for property in Califor­ 
nia collapsed today. 


The Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation Committee yesterday 
approved a bill to repeal a 1949 
law—postponed by the Legis­ 
lature each year since— calling 
for equalizing utility and local 
property assessments. 
The committee acted only af­ 
ter the hill’s author. Assembly­ 
man Glenn E. Coolidge (R-Fel- 
ton), agreed to eliminate pro­ 
visions 
to 
fix 
state-assessed 
utility valuations at 50 per cent 
of cash value and locally as­ 
sessed common property at 25 
per cent. 
The major feature left in the 
bill is a requirem ent for full 
disclosure of assessment infor­ 
mation, now withheld. 
A legislative interim commit­ 
tee, headed by Coolidge, re­ 
ported recently the state has 
been assessing utilities at 50 
per cent while counties have 
been assessing common prop­ 
erty at about 25 per cent. 
The committee’s consultants 
recommended a gradual level­ 
ing. over a period of years, un­ 
til both utilities and common 
property would be assessed at 
30 per cent. 
The committee rejected their 
report 
and, 
instead, 
recom-
